If there was “a sound of revelry” | about 
the Coliseum during the French ball 
Wednesday night, it was but an under- 
tome and no one heard it. That rare spirit 
of abandon and hilarious mirth which is 
ever associated With ‘‘French’”’ balls, was 
conspicuous by its absence.

inere can be no compromise in this case short of justice to 
all concerned. The issue is clear. It presents plainly the ques- 
tion of the possibility of a respectable woman’s acceptance of 
service under the government—the right to protect her in- 
tegrity and reputation from assault. : 

If the Postoftice authorities, the Treasury authorities and the 
civil service commission stand by the arbitrary dismissal of
